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CORNELL LOOKS TO MAKE IMPACT IN FIRST YEAR 


The Nebraska men’s golf 
program will look to continue to 
make strides under first year head 
coach Judd Cornell in his debut 
season in 2022-23. 

Cornell returns to his alma mater 
Nebraska after three years as the 
head coach of Creighton. Cornell 
also served as an assistant at 
Nebraska from 2017 to 2019. 

“My family and | are thrilled 
to be back in Lincoln, and | can’t 
wait to lead the Husker men’s golf 
program,” Cornell said. “| want to 
thank Trev Alberts and Bob Burton 
for giving me the opportunity to 
return to the University of Nebraska 
and lead a program that means so 
much to me. The Husker program 
has been climbing in the national 
standings the past several years, 
and we plan to keep moving 
forward in the years to come.” 

Cornell will need to replace 
69 rounds of golf from last year’s 
squad, but the cupboard is far from 
bare for the Big Red. 

Will Marshall, a senior from 
Ellburn, Ill., may be counted on as 
a leader for a new-look Nebraska 
team in 2022-23. 

Marshall ranked second among 
the 2021-22 Huskers with a 73.27 
stroke average over 15 rounds. A 
GCAA All-America Scholar in 2022, 
Marshall also captured Academic 
All Big-Ten accolades for the 
second time in 2022. 

Jeremy Sisson, a_ third-year 
Husker and fourth-year collegian 
from Skaneateles, N.Y., is coming 
off of a sophomore season when 
he scored well when he was able to 
battle his way onto the course. The 
junior led the Huskers with a 71.33 
stroke average over six rounds 
in 2021-22 season and hopes to 
build off his strong but limited 
performances last season. 

Nebraska’s most experienced returning 
golfer is Caleb Badura from Aurora. Entering 
his sixth college season and fourth as a Husker, 
Badura has competed in 38 stroke-play rounds 
for the Big Red. A GCAA All-America Scholar in 
2022, Badura was also a Big Ten Distinguished 
Scholar in 2021. He is a two-time Academic All- 
Big Ten choice and a six-time selection to the 
Nebraska Scholar-Athlete Honor Roll. 

Last season, Badura put up a 75.30 stroke 
average over 17 rounds. 

Another Nebraskan, Reed Malleck from York 
returns for his third season on the Big Red 
roster. Malleck was a regular competitor for the 
Huskers as a sophomore, playing 15 rounds 
and posting a solid 74.83 stroke average. 
Malleck was also a standout in the classroom, 
where he was named a Big Ten Distinguished 
Scholar and an Academic All-Big Ten selection. 
Malleck also has earned spots on the Nebraska 
Scholar-Athlete Honor Roll in all four of his 
semesters as a Husker. 
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Nebraska's six newcomers, led by two-time NJCAA All-American Harry 
Crockett, hope to help the Huskers rise at the Big Ten and national levels 
in Head Coach Judd Cornell's first season leading the Big Red. 


Gentry Scheve provides Nebraska with a fifth 
returning golfer. The 2022 Academic All-Big Ten 
selection posted a 76.11 stroke average over nine 
rounds as a sophomore in 2021-22. 

While the Huskers return a solid collection of 
experienced golfers, Coach Cornell may look to 
a batch of strong newcomers to make an instant 
impact. 

Harry Crockett will look to make an instant 
impact in his first season at Nebraska. Crockett, 
who led Hutchinson (Kan.) Community College to 
back-to-back NJCAA Division | titles in 2021 and 
2022. The sophomore from Oxted, England, was 
a two-time All-American and the 2021 NJCAA 
individual runner-up. 

Freshman Quinn Yost comes to Nebraska as the 
top ranked golfer in the state of New Mexico. Yost 
produced the biggest win of his junior career by 
capturing the title at the Notah Begay Ill Junior 
Golf National Championships (Nov. 13-15, 2021) 
in Louisiana. The 2021 New Mexico Class 5A State 
High School Champion, Yost also won the Junior 


Americas Cup/IMG Junior World 
Qualifier in May of 2021. 

Evan McDermott, a true freshman 
from Spring Lake, Mich., earned 
a spot in the U.S. Junior Amateur 
in 2022. A talented athlete with 
a big frame, McDermott was the 
Michigan Division Il High School 
runner-up in 2022. His cousin, Doug 
McDermott, was an All-American 
basketball player at Creighton 
and a current player in the NBA. 
His uncle, Greg, is the head men’s 
basketball coach at Creighton, 
serving on staff at CU alongside 
Coach Judd Cornell the past three 
seasons. 

Davis Johnson comes to 
Nebraska after being named the 
2021 Metro West Conference 
Player of the Year in Minnesota. 
He helped Chaska High School to 
its seventh consecutive conference 
championship. Johnson gained 
more experience last year by 
living and playing in Arizona, after 
choosing to delay his college 
enrollment. 

Nicholas Canales, a true freshman 
from La Porte, Texas, joins the 
Huskers after closing his high school 
career with a third-place finish (142, 
-2) at the 2022 Texas UIL Class 5A 
Championship at White Wing Golf 
Club in Georgetown (May 9-10). As 
a junior at La Porte High School, 
Canales tied for eighth at the state 
tournament with a 147 (+1). 

The Huskers are set to compete 
in four fall tournaments, beginning 
with the Badger Invitational in 
Verona, Wis. (Sept. 11-13). They 
then journey to New Mexico for the 
William H. Tucker Invitational (Sept. 
23-24), before battling a strong 
field at the Purdue Fall Invitational 
(Oct. 10-11). The Big Red wrap up 
the fall portion of its schedule at the 
White Sands Bahamas Invitational 
in Paradise Island (Oct. 28-30). 

Following a _ three-month break = from 
competition, the Huskers tee off the spring 
with the Big Ten Match Play at the Hammock 
Beach Resort in Florida (Feb. 3-4). Two weeks 
later, Nebraska heads to The Prestige hosted by 
Stanford on the Greg Norman Course in Palm 
Springs, Calif. (Feb. 20-22). 

Nebraska will face another talented field 
at the Desert Mountain Collegiate hosted by 
Michigan in Scottsdale, Ariz. (March 4-5), before 
heading to Wilmington, N.C., for the Seahawk 
Intercollegiate (March 26-27). April heats up with 
the Tiger Collegiate Invitational in Columbia, 
Mo. (April 10-11), before the Huskers close 
the regular season at the Fighting Illini Spring 
Collegiate in Urbana (April 22-23). 

The Huskers will make their final push for 
an NCAA Regional berth at the 2023 Big Ten 
Championship at the Galloway National Golf 
Club in Absecon, N.J., April 28-30.

Former Nebraska's men’s golfer and assistant 
coach Judd Cornell returned to his alma mater 
to lead the Husker program in August of 2022. 

Cornell returned to Lincoln after spending 
three seasons (2019-22) as the head coach at 
Creighton. An Omaha native, Cornell was an 
assistant coach at Nebraska for six seasons, 
including his final two years in Lincoln as 
associate head coach (2017-18 and 2018-19). 

"We are excited that Judd Cornell will be 
coming back to Nebraska to lead the young men 
in the Husker golf program,” Nebraska Director 
of Athletics Alberts said. “Judd is a hard-working, 
high-character leader who knows the importance 
of helping student-athletes develop both on and 
off the course. He knows our program as well as 
anyone in the country and will take great pride in 
continuing the growth of our program.” 

Upon the announcement of his hiring on 
Aug. 11, 2022, Cornell immediately focused his 
attention on helping the Huskers improve. 

“My family and | are thrilled to be back 
in Lincoln, and | can't wait to lead the Husker 
men’s golf program,” Cornell said. “Il want to 
thank Trev Alberts and Bob Burton for giving 
me the opportunity to return to the University 
of Nebraska and lead a program that means 
so much to me. The Husker program has been 
climbing in the national standings the past 
several years, and we plan to keep moving 
forward in the years to come.” 

Cornell, who took over the top spot at 
Creighton on Aug. 15, 2019, had his first 
season with the Jays cut short by the COVID-19 
pandemic. Despite an early end to the 
spring, Cornell’s first season featured strong 
performances from junior Nate Vontz, who led 
CU with a 73.40 scoring average in 2019-20. It 
was CU's best individual single-season scoring 
average since 2007-08. 

Creighton continued to make strides in 
Cornell's second year, as the Jays’ 296.67 
scoring average in 2020-21 was the program's 
best since at least 2002-03. Vontz also continued 
to thrive under Cornell’s tutelage with a 72.06 
scoring average that ranked No. 2 in program 
history. Vontz went on to earn first-team All- 
BIG EAST honors. Charlie Zielinski, an Omaha 
native, added an impressive freshman season in 
2020-21, capturing second-team All-BIG EAST 
accolades with his 73.56 stroke average. A third

Bluejay, Jackson Thompson, qualified for the 
2021 U.S. Amateur Championship at Oakmont. 

With Vontz and Zielinski leading the way again 
in 2021-22, Cornell's Jays slashed 4.5 strokes 
per round off their 2020-21 average. Creighton, 
which finished with a 292.17 team average, 
also notched the three best team rounds in 
program history. The Bluejays won Stampede at 
the Creek in October of 2021 with an 836 (-28), 
including a program-best first round aggregate 
of 275 (-13). Vontz won the tournament with a 
197 (-19), including individual rounds of 63 (-9) 
and 65 (-7). Vontz repeated as a first-team Alll- 
BIG EAST selection, while Zielinski repeated 
as a second-team all-conference honoree. 
Zielinski also earned a spot on the BIG EAST All- 
Tournament Team after a third-place individual 
finish at the league championship. Zielinski 
added a fourth-place finish at the Nebraska 
Amateur Championship and qualified for the 
U.S. Amateur Championship in Paramus, N.J. 
Another Bluejay, Shaun Campbell, a junior from 
Tauranga, New Zealand, claimed the Nebraska 
Amateur title with a four-round score of 282 (-2) 
at Firethorn Golf Club in Lincoln (July 25-28). 

Off the course, Creighton’s team led the BIG 
EAST with a 3.758 GPA, including three golfers 
who posted perfect 4.0 grade-point averages in 
the spring of 2021. The team’s performance in 
the classroom earned Cornell’s squad a second 
straight BIG EAST Team Academic Excellence 
Award, which is presented to the program with 
the best GPA in each league sport. 

Cornell’s experience and extensive time with 
many of the top instructors throughout the United 
States played a huge role in the preparation 
and development on and off the course for the 
golfers he has coached. He worked with Michael 
Colgate in 2015-16 when Colgate qualified for 
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the NCAA Regionals as an individual. In 2019, 
Cornell assisted Nebraska to its highest Big Ten 
finish in school history (5th), as well as its best 
finish at the Big Ten Match Play Championship 
(4th). 

A member of the Golf Coaches Association 
of America (GCAA), Cornell also served as 
tournament director for the Git-R-Done Husker 
Invitational in 2019, NU’s first home tournament 
in 12 years. 

As a Husker golfer, Cornell was part of 
Nebraska's 2006 NCAA Regional team that 
included PGA Tour player Brady Schnell and 
PGA Tour Latino America winner Ty Capps. 
Cornell was a three-time team captain, a first- 
team Academic All-Big 12 honoree and the 
first recipient of the Dick Spangler Memorial 
Scholarship for his leadership on and off the golf 
course. He was named 2004 Nebraska Amateur 
Player of the Year and competed in some of the 
nation’s top amateur events, including the U.S. 
Amateur, Western Amateur and North and South 
Amateur. During his time as a professional, 
Cornell had success on multiple tours such as 
the Hooters Tour, Egolf, Dakotas Tour, Gateway, 
Web.com and Adams tour where he was named 
2007 Rookie of the Year and finished among the 
top 20 on the money list. 

Cornell graduated from the University of 
Nebraska in 2007. He and his wife, Bridget, 
have two children, Michael (4) and Grace (2). 
His family includes his parents, Mike and Patti 
Cornell and his two sisters Katy and Meggie 
Cornell. His father Mike is Director of Instruction 
at Champions Run in Omaha. Mike has been 
named top golf instructor in the state of 
Nebraska and the Midwest region multiple times 
in more than 35 years in the golf business.

Caleb Badura began his senior year as 
Nebraska's No. 2 individual finisher at the Rod 
Myers Invitational. He closed with a three- 
round score of 224 (+8) on the par-72, 7,154- 
yard layout of the Duke University Golf Course. 
He posted a second-round 71 (-1) and added 
NU's best individual final round to tie for 45th 
in an 81-player field. He helped the Huskers to 
a 12th-place team finish in the 14-team event. 

He added a tie for 36th at 223 (72-77- 
74) at the William H. Tucker Intercollegiate 
in Albuquerque in Nebraska’s second fall 
tournament. Badura tied Mark Foelbaek as 
NU’s No. 2 finishers in the 100-player field on 
the UNM Championship Course. Badura closed 
the fall season with a 74.50 stroke average over 
six rounds. 

He opened the spring by going 1-1 at the 
Big Ten Match Play before tying for 25th with a 
223 (+7) at the Desert Mountain Collegiate. His 
opening-round 69 (-3) at Desert Mountain was 
a season best. Badura managed rounds of 71 
and 75 at the Seahawk Intercollegiate, before 
settling for 70th with a 235 (73-82-80) at the 
Stitch Intercollegiate (April 8-9).

Badura made his first stroke-play appearance 
of the spring by competing as an individual 
outside the NU lineup at the Git-R-Done Husker 
Invitational (April 17-18). Badura produced a 
career-best three-round score of 213 (E) on 
the 7,040-yard, par-71 layout at Firethorn Golf 
Club to capture a career-best tie for fifth. His 
performance included a career-best three-under- 
par 68 in the second round. 

He earned a lineup spot for the Big Ten 
Championship and joined Mark Foelbaek as 
Nebraska's top individual finishers by tying for 
42nd with a three-round total of 233 (82-75- 
76) at Crooked Stick Golf Club in Carmel, Ind. 
Badura ended the season with Nebraska's top 
individual stroke average (74.33) while playing 
six stroke play rounds. 


SOPHOMORE (2019-20) 

Badura was a regular in Nebraska's lineup 
in his first season as a Husker in 2019-20. He 
competed in 12 rounds and finished fourth 
among the Huskers with a 76.67 stroke average. 
He matched teammate Mark Foelbaek for third 
among the Huskers at the season-opening Rod 
Myers/Duke Invitational. Badura tied for 44th 
with a 226 (+10).

Valentine, Neb. He closed the fall at the Royal 
Oaks Intercollegiate in a tie for 67th at 236. 

He opened the spring strong at the Big Ten 
Match Play Championship, going a perfect 4-0 
individually to help the Huskers to a fourth- 
place team finish. He became the first Husker 
in history to go 4-0 at the Big Ten Match Play 
Championship, while powering Nebraska to its 
best team finish. 

Badura closed the spring season by leading 
Nebraska again at the Desert Mountain 
Intercollegiate by tying for 21st. His 54-hole 
score of 223 was a season best, while his final- 
round 70 (-2) was also a Nebraska best. 


BEFORE NEBRASKA 

Badura, who captured the 2019 GPAC 
Tournament individual title, finished his only 
season in Orange City, lowa, with a 73.6 stroke 
average - the No. 2 average in school history. 
He also earned a spot on the NAIA Ping All- 
Central Region Team. He qualified for the NAIA 
Championship at the Las Sendas Golf Club in 
Mesa, Ariz., May 21-24, where he tied for 59th. 
Badura posted five top-10 finishes as a freshman, 
including a pair of tournament titles.

Will Marshall contributed to Nebraska's 
impressive team performances to close the fall 
campaign. The lone true junior on the Husker 
roster, Marshall earned lineup spots in each of 
Nebraska’s final three tournaments of the fall 
and put up strong numbers. 

He closed with a career-best 212 (-4) to 
produce his first career top-25 finish at the Quail 
Valley Collegiate in Vero Beach, Fla. (Oct. 17-18). 
Marshall finished the fall with four consecutive 
rounds under par, including a career-best 70 
(-2) in the first round on the 7,460-yard layout at 
Quail Valley. He added back-to-back rounds of 
71 to tie for 25th in a strong 84-player field. 

Marshall made his first appearance in 
the Husker lineup at the William H. Tucker 
Intercollegiate in Albuquerque (Sept. 24-25) and 
was Nebraska's top finisher at the 18-team event, 
producing a then-career-best tie for 28th with a 
then-career-best 221 (75-73-73) in a 100-player 
field on the UNM Championship Course. 

He followed with a then-career-best 216 (E) 
ona 7,200-yard layout at the Rich Harvest Farms 
Invitational in his home state of Illinois. His final 
round 71 (-1) began a string of four consecutive 
rounds better than par to close the season. With 
Marshall playing great golf in the heart of the 
Husker lineup, Nebraska ended the fall with six 
consecutive team rounds under par - which is 
believed to be the first time that has happened 
in school history. 

Marshall closed the fall campaign with a 72.11 
stroke average over nine rounds to rank second 
among the Huskers heading into the 2022 spring 
season. 

After playing in three matches to open the 
spring at the Big Ten Match Play in Palm Coast, 
Fla. (Feb. 4-5), Marshall tied for 46th with a 228 
(76-72-80) at the Desert Mountain Collegiate in 
Scottsdale, Ariz. (March 5-6). He followed with 
a strong performance to lead the Huskers and

Gentry Scheve opened his second season 
as one of the top players in Nebraska's lineup 
at the Rod Myers Invitational in Durham, N.C. 
(Sept. 11-12). The sophomore from Emporia, 
Kan., was NU’s No. 4 individual finisher, closing 
with a three-round score of 227 (+11) on the 
par-72, 7,154-yard layout of the Duke University 
Golf Course. Scheve’s performance included a 
collegiate career-best opening-round 71 (-1). 

Scheve added his second lineup appearance 
of the year at the Stitch Intercollegiate in Raleigh, 
N.C. (April 8-9). He tied for 69th individually and 
fourth among the Huskers with a three-round 
total of 231 (74-75-82). Scheve earned the No. 3 
finish for the Huskers at the Hawkeye Invitational

He tied for 
39th individually and his opening-round 73 (+2) 
was a key in Nebraska’s season-best round of 
296. 

At the Aggie Invitational (April 9-11) in Bryan, 
Texas, Sisson posted a three-round tournament 
score of 228 (79-75-74). He was Nebraska's 
third individual finisher, helping the team to a 
seventh-place finish in a loaded 17-team field. 

Sisson finished with a 76.00 stroke average 
through 12 spring rounds.

Sisson joined the Nebraska men’s golf 
program after spending his freshman season at 
Arkansas in 2019-20. Sisson redshirted in his only 
year as a Razorback.

He was one of 64 juniors to qualify for the 
2018 U.S. Junior Amateur Championship at the 
Baltusrol Golf Club in New Jersey. 

Sisson also placed 17th at the 2018 New 
York State Men’s Amateur Championship. In 
2017, Sisson won the Golfweek International 
Junior Invitational by shooting a 5-under 135 
to beat the eventual 2018 U.S. Junior Amateur 
Champion Michael Thorbjornsen. 

In the same year, Sisson was runner-up at the 
2017 New York State Boys Junior and claimed 
five wins on the Hurricane Junior Golf Tour.

Quinn Yost produced the biggest win of his 
junior career by capturing the title at the Notah 
Begay Ill Junior Golf National Championships 
(Nov. 13-15, 2021) in Louisiana. Going head- 
to-head against some of the nation’s best junior 
golfers, Yost fired a three-round score of 204 
(-12) at Koasati Pines at the Coushatta Golf 
Course in Kinder, La.

He 
secured the title with a final-round 67 (-5). 

Yost added a third-place finish at the 
Tournament of Champions played at Walt Disney 
World - Palms in Orlando, Fla., in December of 
2020. 

Yost, who was the top-ranked golfer in New 
Mexico according to Junior Golf Scoreboard, 
qualified for the national event on Aug. 7, 2021 
by tying for first at the New Mexico Regional 
with even-par 144 over two rounds at the Twin 
Warriors Golf Club. 

As a junior at Piedra Vista High School, Yost 
won the Class 5A individual state championship 
with a 67 (-5) over 18 holes. He helped Piedra 
Vista to a state runner-up finish as a team. He 
added a runner-up finish with an even-par 144 


over two rounds at Twin Warriors Golf Club as 
a senior in 2022 to help Piedra Vista to a third- 
place team finish. 

In May of 2021, Yost also won the Junior 
Americas Cup/IMG Junior World Qualifier with a 
two-round total of 140 after back-to-back rounds 
of 70 at the New Mexico Tech Golf Course.

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A veteran administrator and College Football Hall 
of Famer, Trev Alberts is entering his second year as 
Vice Chancellor, Director of Athletics at the University 
of Nebraska in 2022-23. Alberts, who was hired on July 
14, 2021, returned to his alma mater after spending 12 
years at Nebraska-Omaha, guiding the program through 
a successful transition to the Division | level. 

In his first season at Nebraska in 2021-22, Alberts 
helped the Huskers navigate the ever-changing 
landscape of Name, Image and Likeness guidelines 
for the benefit of Nebraska student-athletes. He led 
the development of the N-Vest Nebraska program to 
award $5,980 per year to student-athletes who meet 
academic benchmarks. 

Alberts also spearheaded the charge to complete 
the fundraising for Nebraska's Go Big Project, which will 
provide Nebraska football with a new facility scheduled 
to open in the summer of 2023. The project will also 
house academic, life skills, nutrition and support services 
for all Nebraska student-athletes. 

A tireless worker who puts both the interests 
of student-athletes and fans first, Alberts helped 
orchestrate a qualitative survey of Nebraska's fan base 
to help shape the future of Memorial Stadium's game- 
day atmosphere. 

Alberts has also focused much of his time on 
developing the first strategic plan for Nebraska Athletics 
in 15 years. He has also committed himself to providing 
intense support and a unifying vision for Nebraska's 
coaches across all sports. 

Nebraska's athletic achievements in 2021-22 included 
top-five NCAA finishes from Husker volleyball, wrestling 
and men’s gymnastics programs, while the NU women’s 
basketball and softball teams enjoyed breakout seasons 
that concluded with trips to the 2022 NCAA Tournament. 
The women’s track and field team added a 14th-place 
finish at the NCAA Outdoor Championships - its best 
showing since 2006. 

Academically, Nebraska student-athletes 
continued to shine with a school-record 95 
percent graduation rate across all sports. 

Alberts’ tenure leading UNO athletics was 
marked by successes in competition and in 
academics; by transitioning the university's 
athletic programs to NCAA Division | in 2011; 
and by establishing new homes for many UNO 
athletics teams, including Baxter Arena, the 
Maverick Park baseball/softball complex and 
the soccer pitch at Caniglia Field. 

Alberts took the bold step in announcing 
that Omaha would reclassify from Division 
Il to Division | in all sports in 2011 and 
simultaneously securing conference affiliation 
with the Summit League for all of the 
department's then-Division II programs. His 
vision for UNO's reclassifying teams was 
demonstrated even before the four-year 
transition period had ended. The Omaha 
baseball team won back-to-back Summit 
League regular-season championships in 2013 
and 2014, while the men’s basketball team 
made its first Division | postseason appearance 
in 2014 with a berth in the Collegelnsider.com 
Postseason Tournament. 

During UNO’s time in the Division | ranks 
under Alberts tenure, the Mavericks had six 
teams and four student-athletes qualify for

the NCAA Tournament, including hockey advancing to 
the Frozen Four in 2015 and men’s soccer reaching the 
second round of the NCAA Tournamentin the spring of 
2021. He also expanded opportunities, adding men’s 
golf and men’s soccer in 2011, and Omaha began a 
men’s swimming and diving program in 2021-22. 

Throughout his tenure in Omaha, Alberts was focused 
onenhancing the student-athlete experience, including 
the construction and staffing of the Hamilton Academic 
Excellence Room and the development of the Ethel S. 
Abbott Student-Athlete Development Wing. Those 
efforts paid off in Nebraska-Omaha student-athletes 
posting consistent collective semester grade point 
averages above 3.3 for 18 consecutive semesters, 
including atleast a 3.5 in each ofhis final three semesters. 

The facilities around Omaha Athletics received a 
major uplift during his tenure. Maverick Park opened 
in March of 2021 to rave reviews as the home to the 
Mavericks’ baseball and softball programs. Funding for 
the complex, which includesa 1,500-seat baseball facility 
and a 650-seat softball facility, were raised privately 
and provided both programs a permanent on-campus 
home for the first time. 

Another crowning achievement was the opening of 
Baxter Arena in 2015. Alberts directed efforts to secure 
community supportand funding to build the on-campus 
arena, which allowed the nationally prominent hockey 
program to play on campus and also serve as the home 
of the men’s and women’s basketball and volleyball 
programs. Caniglia Field underwent renovationsin 2012, 
making it one of the finest collegiate soccer facilities in 
the country, highlighted by a FIFA 2-star rated playing 
surface and one of the largest LED videoboards in a 
soccer-only college facility. 

Alberts’ work on behalf of hockey, UNO’s established 
Division | sport, also paid dividends. He successfully

Hockey Conference in 2013-14. The following year, 
Omaha reached the 2015 NCAA Frozen Four. 

In addition, Alberts and his team led Omaha Athletics 
into a partnership with Learfield, a national leader in 
the marketing of collegiate athletics, and developed 
Omaha Sports Properties. As the exclusive corporate 
sponsorship sales unit for UNO Athletics, Omaha Sports 
Properties further enhanced revenue and increased 
brand prominence locally, regionally and nationally. 

As part of UNO’s reclassification to Division |, 
Alberts oversaw the rebranding of UNO athletics with 
new primary and secondary logos and a greater focus 
on strengthening the Maverick brand both regionally 
and nationally. 

As a student-athlete, Alberts was an All-American 
on and off the football field as a Husker Blackshirt. He 
was Nebraska’s first Butkus Award winner in 
1993, helping Coach Tom Osborne's Huskers 
to an undefeated regular season and an 
Orange Bowl appearance against Florida 
State. A first-team All-American by every 
major publication in 1993, he was also the 
Football News National Defensive Player of 
the Year, the Big Eight Male Athlete of the 
Year, and the Big Eight Defensive Player of 
the Year. His No. 34 jersey was retired at 
the 1994 Red-White Spring Game. In 2015, 
he was elected to the College Football Hall 
of Fame. 

Off the field, Alberts earned the NCAA's 
highest honor, The Today's Top Six Award. A 
three-time Academic All-Big Eight honoree, 
he was a CoSIDA Academic All-American in 
1993. He graduated from Nebraska before 
his senior season. 

Alberts was the fifth pick in the 1994 NFL 
Draft by the Indianapolis Colts and played 
for the Colts until 1996. Following his NFL 
career, he served as an analyst on college 
and professional football games for major 
national networks, including ESPN, CNN/SI 
and CBS Sports Network.

research interests are labor economics, the 
economics of collegiate sports, and the economy 
of Japan. He has earned numerous “Distinguished 
Teaching” awards. In 2016 he received the UNL 
College of Business “Distinguished Service” 
award. 


Ted Carter became the eighth president of the 
University of Nebraska on Jan. 1, 2020, following a 
national search by the Board of Regents. 

As president, Carter leads a four-campus university 
system that enrolls nearly 52,000 students and employs 
16,000 faculty and staff on campuses in Lincoln, Omaha 
and Kearney, plus academic divisions and research and 
extension centers across the state. He serves as chief 
spokesman and chief executive officer for the system, 
which operates on a $2.8 billion annual budget and 
includes a flagship Big Ten institution, a world-renowned 
academic health sciences center, Division | athletics 
programs, and preeminent institutes focused on water 
and agriculture, national security and defense, infectious 
disease and early childhood education. 

Carter brought with him a distinguished record in 
education, partnerships and military service, having 
come to Nebraska from the U.S. Naval Academy, his 
alma mater, where he served as superintendent. Under 
his leadership, the Naval Academy achieved a No. 1 
national ranking and new records in student success 
and diversity. Carter previously was president of the 
U.S. Naval War College in Newport, R.I. A retired Vice 
Admiral with 38 years of service, Carter has logged more 
than 6,300 flying hours and holds the American record 
for carrier-arrested landings. 

In his first year at the University of Nebraska — faced

with the unexpected and unprecedented challenges 
presented by COVID-19 - Carter led with a focus on 
the land-grant priorities of access and opportunity 
for students opal temnilies: He launched the Nebraska 
Promise, a financial aid program guaranteeing free 
tuition for low- and middle-income Nebraskans, and 
implemented a multi-year budget plan that included a 
two-year, across-the-board tuition freeze. The result was 
system-wide growth in enrollment, including record gains 
among underrepresented students. 

Carter oversaw the awarding of a $92 million federal 
contract for the university's National Strategic Research 
Institute, one of only 14 University-Affiliated Research 
Centers in the country conducting exclusive research 
for the Department of Defense. During Carter's tenure, 
the NU system has been ranked among the world’s 
top 100 institutions for earning research patents, the 
Omaha campus was selected as the home for a new 
federal counterterrorism research center, the Institute 
of Agriculture and Natural Resources launched a new 
effort focused on rural vitality, and the medical center 
opened an education, training and preparedness facility 
that positions Nebraska as the world leader in the fight 
against infectious disease. 

Carter holds a courtesy faculty appointmentin aviation 
in the College of Public Affairs and Community Service 
at the University of Nebraska at Omaha. He serves as the 
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chair of the Daugherty Water for Food Global Institute’s 
Board of Directors and is a board member for the 
Greater Omaha Chamber of Commerce, the Nebraska 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry, the Naval Historical 
Foundation and the Naval Aviation Museum Foundation. 
Carter is also a member of the Aspen Institute’s Higher 
Education Working Group and the Association of Public 
and Land-Grant Universities’ Council of Presidents. He 
is an ex-officio member on the board of the University 
of Nebraska Foundation, the philanthropic partner of 
the university system that has a $1.7 billion endowment. 

Carter earned his bachelor's degree in physics and 
oceanography from the U.S. Naval Academy, where 
he played hockey and served as team captain. He is 
a graduate of the Navy Fighter Weapons School (Top 
Gun) and holds educational credentials from the Navy 
Nuclear Power School, the U.S. Air Force Air War College, 
the Naval War College and the Armed Forces Staff 
College. Carter's military career includes service for the 
Carrier Strike Group Twelve, in which he commanded 
20 ships, two nuclear-powered aircraft carriers, and two 
carrier wings that were deployed to Afghanistan and 
the Arabian Gulf. 

The son of an English teacher, Carter was raised in the 
rural, one-high school town of Burrillville, R.l. He and his 
wife, Lynda, live in Lincoln and have two adult children, 
Brittany and Christopher.

Eight academic counselors, three learning 
specialists, two assistant academic 
counselors and one administrative 
assistant are in place to monitor daily 
academic progress, receive consistent 
course feedback, assist with the advising/ 
registration process and monitor eleibiliy 
and progress toward graduation. 


TUTORIAL SUPPORT 

A tremendous resource for all academic 
abilities, unlimited tutorial support from 
approximately 75-100 tutors on staff is 
available from day one up to college 
graduation in all subject areas. Tutorial 
support is provided both in-person and 
virtually. Nebraska’s tutorial program is 
certified as a model tutorin program 
by the College Reading and earning 
Association. 


STUDY HALL 
Student-athletes attend a supervised, flex- 
time study hall within the Herman Student 
Life Complex that features day, evening 
and weekend hours. Student-athletes are 
required to complete a specific number of 
study hours each week as determined by 
their academic counselor and/or coach. 
Additional performance-based or tutor- 
based study hall also may be determined 
by the academic counselor. 


MENTORING 

Academic staff serve as mentors to all 
incoming student-athletes. The student- 
athletes meet with their mentor weekly to 
develop time management skills, gather 
and report academic progress information 
and discuss academic success strategies. 


EDUCATIONAL ASSESSMENTS 
Assessments are administered upon 

the request of the student-athlete, 
academic counselor, or coach. Learning 
specialists are available to administer 
and score informal assessments, which 
include a reading comprehension and a 
writing assessment. When more in-depth 
assessments are necessary, referrals are 
made to a consulting neuropsychologist 
who conducts the assessments. If it is 
determined a student-athlete has a 
learning disability or another medical 
condition that impedes the student 

from reaching their academic potential, 
appropriate accommodations are 
implemented by the Office of Services for 
Students with Disabilities. 


STUDENT-ATHLETE ORIENTATION 
Each new student-athlete attends an 
orientation at the beginning of their 
academic career. Student-athletes are 
introduced to staff, faculty, administrators, 
and a variety of resources that help 
facilitate the transition into college while 
eanan ing awareness of support services 
in the Athletic Department and across 
campus. 


PERSONAL COUNSELING 
Student-athletes will find a supportive 
and caring environment at Nebraska. 
Transitional issues, stress management, 
time management, academic focus and 
problem resolution are all addressed in 
a proactive manner throughout the year. 
If necessary, counseling referrals are also 
made to designated practitioners. 


COMPUTER RESOURCES 

All student-athletes are provided the 

opportunity to have a laptop for use 

during their academic career at Nebraska. 

The Herman Student Life Complex has 
rinters and desktop computers available 
or student-athletes to use in the facility.

Nebraska is a leader in providing all the 
resources and support necessary for 
student-athletes to become successful in 
Academics, Athletics and Life.

Nebraska has a history of providing

Cooperation, which is the academic 
consortium of the universities in the Big 
Ten Conference. The BTAA includes 

all 14 Big Ten Institutions and partners 
with the University of Chicago. The 

Big Ten Academic Alliance and the 
institutions together have annual research 
expenditures topping $11.5 billion - more 
than the lvy League and the University 

of California System combined - and 

they educate a total of nearly 600,000 
students with approximately 50,000 faculty 
members.

finished with a 74.56 stroke average and led the Big Red with a trio of top-20 individual finishes. 


A veteran-laden Nebraska men's golf team 
battled through adversity to set multiple school 
records while continuing to climb the national 
ladder on the course and in the classroom in 
2021-22. 

The Big Red opened its record-setting season 
by producing a school-record 290.67 stroke 
average during the fall portion of its season. 

Nebraska's impressive start allowed the 
Huskers to finish 2021-22 with a 293.38 stroke 
average overall - the fourth-best team season 
stroke average in NU history. 

Nebraska began its spring stroke play season 
with a season-best fourth-place finish at the 
Desert Mountain Intercollegiate in Scottsdale, 
Ariz. Four Huskers (Tom Westenberger, Branden 
Meyer, Mark Foelbaek, Caleb Badura) finished 
in the top 25 at Desert Mountain, led by 
Westernberger’s tie for 15th. 

Westenberger led the way for the veteran 
Huskers throughout the 2021-22 season. The 
senior from Wuppertal, Germany closed his 
career with a 74.56 season stroke average as the 
only Husker to compete in all 27 rounds on the 
year. 

He was Nebraska's top finisher in four 
tournaments in 2021-22, leading the Huskers 
with four individual top-25 showings during the 
year. Westenberger produced Nebraska's top 
individual finish on the season with his tie for 
10th at the Rich Harvest Farms Invitational in 
Sugar Grove, Ill. 

In addition to his accomplishments on the 
course, Westenberger was named an Arthur Ashe 
Jr Sports Scholar amd a Big Ten Disinguished 
Scholar for the second straight season. He was 
also named a Nebraska Outstanding Scholar. 


Westenberger was also one of five Huskers 
to bring home GCAA Scholastic All-America 
honors, joining Caleb Badura, Mark Foelbaek, 
Will Marshall and Branden Meyer. 

Nebraska was one of just 10 schools in NCAA 
Division | to produce as many as five Scholastic 
All-Americans in 2021-22. The only schools with 
more GCAA All-America Scholars were Ohio 
State (6) and UNC Greensboro (7). Nebraska was 
one of three Big Ten Conference teams with at 
least five Scholastic All-Americans, joining Ohio 
State and Northwestern. 

At the conference level, the Huskers also 
collected seven Academic All-Big Ten awards, 
including Badura, Foelbaek, Marshall, Meyer, 
Westenberger, Reed Malleck and Gentry Scheve. 

Foelbaek joined Westenberger as one of the 
most accomplished Huskers on and off the course 
in 2021-22. He earned his degree from Nebraska 
in May with high honors. The senior from Jelling, 
Denmark competed in 24 rounds last season and 
posted a solid 75.71 stroke average. Foelbaek 
joined Westenberger as a GCAA All-America 
Scholar, Arthur Ashe Jr. Sports Scholar Award 
winner and a Big Ten Distinguished Scholar. 

Nebraska's deep group of veterans also 
included Meyer. The senior from Gilbert, Ariz., 
finished with a 75.14 stroke average over 21 
rounds, including a career-best 69 (-3) at the 
Seahawk Intercollegiate in Wilmington, N.C. 
Meyer was named a GCAA All-American Scholar 
for the second consecutive before earning his 
bachelor's degree from Nebraska in May. 

Tristan Nelko, a four-year Husker letterman, 
provided more contributions with a 74.17 stroke 
average over 11 rounds. Nelko added honors 
off the course, including a prestigious Sam Foltz 
27 Hero Leadership Award, along with being

named to the Tom Osborne Citizenship Team for 
the fourth year in a row. 

Badura (Aurora, Neb.) was another lineup 
regular for Nebraska, posting a 74.65 stroke 
average over 17 rounds. Badura produced his 
best showing of the season with a tie for 15th 
(218, +2) at the Hawkeye Invitational. The GCAA 
Scholastic All-American was also an Academic 
All-Big Ten choice who earned a spot on the Tom 
Osborne Citizenship Team. 

Malleck, another Nebraskan, made significant 
strides in his second season. The sophomore 
from York brought home a 3-0 individual record 
from the Big Ten Match Play Championship (Feb. 
4-5) in Palm Coast, Fla. He also managed a 75.80 
stroke average in 15 rounds for the Huskers on 
the season. Malleck added Big Ten Distinguished 
Scholar and Academic All-Big Ten honors. 

Marshall produced another strong season 
as well, compiling a 73.27 stroke average in 
15 rounds while adding GCAA Scholastic All- 
America and Academic All-Big Ten accolades. 

Jeremy Sisson (Skanaleates, N.Y.) completed 
his third collegiate season and second as a 
Husker with an outstanding 71.33 stroke average 
over six rounds. He fired a career-best 68 (-4) at 
the Quail Valley Collegiate in Vero Beach, Fla. 
(Oct. 16-18) on Oct. 16-18. 

Gentry Scheve opened his second season as 
one of the top players in Nebraska’s lineup at the 
Rod Myers Invite in Durham, N.C. (Sept. 11-12). 
The sophomore from Emporia, Kan., was NU’s 
No. 4 finisher, closing with a three-round score 
of 227 (+11) at the Duke University Golf Course. 
Scheve's performance included a collegiate 
career-best opening-round 71 (-1). Scheve 
finished with a 76.11 average over nine rounds. 
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Branden Meyer was a regular contributor in the Husker lineup throughout 2021-22. The fifth-year senior competed in 21 rounds and posted a 
solid 75.14 stroke average.

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Brady Schnell (Omaha, Nebraska/Mesa, Arizona) 
Brady Schnell claimed his PGA Tour card by 
finishing 22nd on the Web.com Tour money 
list in 2018. His $178,081 in earnings in 2018 
included a victory in the Wichita Open. Schnell, 
who is a graduate of Millard West High School, 
competed on the Web.com Tour from 2010 to 
2018. In 2019, he earned more than $200,000 on 
the PGA Tour. He finished 23rd at the AT&T Byron 
Nelson Classic in May, after taking 12th at the 
Corales Puntacana Resort & Club Championship 
in March. He competed on the Korn Ferry Tour 
in 2020 and 2021. He also owns a pair of PGA 
Latinoamerica Tour victories, and he competed 
on the PGA Tour Canada in 2009, when he shot 
an amazing 59 at the ATB Financial Classic in 
August of 2014. He became just the 16th player 
on a major professional tour in history to break 
60 in a round. Schnell lists his home club as 
Superstition Mountain Golf and Country Club in 
Arizona. Schnell earned four letters at Nebraska 
(2004-07). He is now a teaching pro at Firethorn 
Golf Club in Lincoln. He and his wife, Jenn, have 
two children, Harvey and Lyla. 


Scott Gutschewski (Elkhorn, Nebraska) 

One of the best professional golfers in Nebraska 
history, Scott Gutschewski was a three-year 
letterman at Nebraska in 1997, 1998 and 1999. 
He was also a member of the Huskers’ most 
successful team - the 1999 squad that finished 
14th at the NCAA Championships. Gutschewski 
spent several years on the Canadian Tour and 
the Nationwide Tour. He earned his first spot on 
the PGA Tour in 2005 after finishing 17th on the 
Nationwide Tour money list in 2004. He added 
PGA Tour seasons in 2006, 2007, 2009 and 2011. 
He finished in the top 25 on the Nationwide Tour 
in three separate seasons (2004, 2008, 2010). 
He earned his 2007 PGA Tour card through 
qualifying school. He returned to the University 
of Nebraska to earn his bachelor's degree in 
professional golf management in 2014. He 
continued to compete on the Korn Ferry Tour in 
2019, 2020 and 2021, earning his PGA Tour card 
again for the 2021-22 season. He took fifth at the 
2022 Barracuda Championship and added a tie 
for 18th at the Valero Texas Open. He also tied 
for 31st at the 3M Open and has earned more 
than $350,000 on the season, pushing his career 
earnings near $2 million. He currently resides in 
Elkhorn, Neb., with his wife and four children. He 
grew up in Omaha. 


Jeff Klein (Scottsbluff, Nebraska) 

A former Husker who took a long road to the PGA 
Tour, Jeff Klein earned his PGA Tour card in 2003 
at the age of 44. Klein, who was a member of the 
South African Tour in 1991, was also a member 
of the Champions Tour after his brief stint on the 
PGA Tour. In 2008, he shot a six-under-par 64 
in the first round of the U.S. Senior Open at the 
Broadmoor Golf Club in Colorado Springs. He 
went on to finish ninth in the event. Klein won 
the Nebraska Open in 1993. He lettered for the 
Huskers in 1979 and 1980. 


Steve Gotsche (Manhattan, Kansas) 


A talented player and coach, Steve Gotsche 
competed for three seasons on the PGA Tour in

1994, 1995 and 2000. He earned his first tour 
card through qualifying school, and went on to 
produce the best PGA Tour finish of his career 
when he took fifth at the New England Classic in 
1994. He returned to the PGA Tour in 1995 after 
advancing through qualifying school again, then 
joined the Nationwide Tour in 1996. In 1999, 
Gotsche won the Nike Monterrey Open and 
the Nike Upstate Classic on his way to a 15th- 
place finish on the Nationwide Tour money list 
to earn a place back on the PGA Tour in 2000. 
He returned to the Nationwide Tour in 2001 
and 2002, and registered more than $500,000 
in career earnings as a professional before 
turning his attention to teaching. He is currently 
the Head PGA Professional at Colbert Hills in 
Manhattan, Kan. He was also the head men’s 
golf coach at Barton County Community College 
for nine seasons. He began his collegiate career 
at Barton County before earning letters as a 
Husker in 1981, 1982 and 1983.

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Tom Sieckmann (Omaha, Nebraska) 

A 13-year veteran on the PGA Tour, Tom 
Sieckmann has been an icon of the Nebraska golf 
community for nearly 50 years. Sieckmann made 
his first appearance on the PGA Tour in 1982, 
then made a 10-year run on the tour from 1985 
to 1994, which included a top-10 finish at the 
1990 U.S. Open. He recorded a PGA Tour win 
at the Anheuser-Busch Classic. He reappeared 
on tour in 1997 and 1999, closing his PGA Tour 
career with more than $1.3 million in earnings, 
which still ranks among the top 500 golfers all- 
time. He returned to Omaha as the Director of 
Golf Instruction at the Omaha Country Club. He 
was also the Director of Instruction for Dave Peltz 
Golf (1999-2009). The 1974 Nebraska Amateur 
of the Year in the same season that he earned 
a letter for the Huskers, Sieckmann transferred 
to Oklahoma State and began pursuing his 
professional career in 1977. Born in York, Neb., 
Sieckmann was inducted into the Nebraska Golf 


A member of the PGA Tour in 1990 and 1993, Mike Schuchart is the long-time Head PGA Professional/ 
Director of Instruction at Wilderness Ridge Golf Club in Lincoln. Schuchart is an eight-time Nebraska PGA 
Section Player of the Year and a four-time Nebraska PGA Teacher of the Year. He was inducted into the 


Nebraska Golf Hall of Fame in 2010. 
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Former Husker Mark Maness has served as the Director of Instruction at The Golf Center at the Highlands 
since 1995 and is a PGA Professional at the Golden Bear Center in Carrollton, Texas. Maness, who earned a 
spot on the PGA Tour in 1988, was the Northern Texas PGA Teacher of the Year in 2004. Maness was a four- 


year letterman for the Huskers from 1980 to 1983. 


Hall of Fame in 2005. His daughter, Lauren, was 
a setter for the Nebraska volleyball team in 2012. 
In 2015, Sieckmann purchased the Palmbrook 
Country Club in Sun City, Ariz. 


Mike Schuchart (Lincoln, Nebraska) 

Following in the footsteps of Tom Sieckmann 
and Mark Maness, Mike Schuchart became the 
third Husker golfer to earn a spot on the PGA 
Tour. Schuchart, who was the Nebraska Class A 
Individual State Champion at Lincoln East High 
School in 1979, earned a place on the PGA Tour 
for the first time in 1990. He was back on the 
PGA Tour in 1993, before turning his attention to 
teaching. An eight-time Nebraska PGA Section 
Player of the Year (1992, 2002-08), Schuchart has 
been a PGA Class A Professional for 28 years. 
He was named the Nebraska PGA Teacher of 
the Year in 2003, 2004, 2010 and 2019 and 
was named the Nebraska PGA Professional of 
the Year in 2016. He is the Head Professional/ 
Director of Instruction at Wilderness Ridge 
Golf Club in Lincoln. He was also an assistant 
coach for the Nebraska women’s golf team from 
2002 to 2018. Schuchart was inducted into the 
Nebraska Golf Hall of Fame in 2010. He was a 
four-time letterwinner at Nebraska (1981, 1982, 
1983, 1985). 


Mark Maness (Carrollton, Texas) 

A member of the PGA Tour in 1988, Mark Maness 
was the second Husker to earn a spot on the 
professional tour. Following his stint on the PGA 
Tour, Maness became an outstanding instructor 
and is currently a PGA Professional at the Golden 
Bear Golf Center in Carrollton, Texas. In 2004, 
he was named the Northern Texas PGA Teacher 


of the Year. He has served as the Director of 
Instruction at The Golf Center at the Highlands 
for more than 25 years (1995-2021). He also spent 
seven years with the Nicklaus/Flick Golf Schools 
(1996-2002) and eight years training instructors 
for Nicklaus Academies. He was the Head Golf 
Professional at Stonebridge Ranch Country Club 
in McKinney, Texas (1993-95). Maness was a four- 
year letterman at Nebraska (1980-83). 


Ty Capps (Highlands Ranch, Colorado) 

A talented golfer out of Colorado High School 
powerhouse Thunder Ridge, Ty Capps was active 
on PGA Tour Latinoamerica, the Nationwide 
Tour, the Adams Tour, the Florida Professional 
Golf Tour and the Sunshine Tour. He captured a 
PGA Tour Latinoamerica victory at the Roberto 
De Vincenzo Invitational Copa NEC in 2014. 
Capps spent two seasons at South Mountain 
Community College in Phoenix, Ariz., before 
lettering for the Huskers in 2006 and 2007. 


Brandon Crick (McCook, Nebraska) 

Brandon Crick has been active on several 
professional tours since completing his final 
season at Nebraska in 2010. Crick collected three 
top-20 finishes on the Korn Ferry Tour in 2022. 
He played a full Korn Ferry schedule in 2020 and 
2021 after finishing in the Top 50 on the Korn 
Ferry money list in 2019. He produced six top- 
25 tournament finishes from August of 2020 to 
August of 2021. He previously participated on 
the Web.Com Tour, The Dakotas Tour, the eGolf 
Tour, the Adams Tour, Dreamchasers Tour and 
the Gateway Tour. He joined the Web.com Tour 
in 2016. Crick was a member of two Class B state 
championship teams at McCook High School, 


producing a trio of top-three individual finishes. 
He competed at Gonzaga in 2007 and 2008, 
earning West Coast Conference Freshman- 
of-the-Year honors in 2007. He transferred to 
Nebraska and earned letters for the Huskers in 
2009 and 2010. He was the Nebraska Amateur of 
the Year in 2009 and earned an NCAA Regional 
bid in 2010. He earned his bachelor's degree 
from Nebraska in 2015. 


Steve Friesen (Lincoln, Nebraska) 

One of the most accomplished all-around 
golfers in Nebraska history, Steve Friesen 
captured six professional wins on the Web.com 
Tour, the Nationwide Tour and the Canadian 
Tour in nearly two decades as a competitive 
professional golfer. He joined the Web.com 
Tour in 2007 and won the Price Cutter Charity 
Championship Presented by Dr. Pepper in 2011. 
On the Nationwide Tour he notched victories in 
the 2005 Nevada Open, the 2005 New Mexico 
Open, the 2003 Utah Open, the 2003 Waterloo 
Open and the 2001 Baton Rouge Open. Friesen 
turned pro in 1999 after being named the Ben 
Hogan Award winner as the nation’s top scholar- 
athlete in men’s golf. An honorable-mention 
All-American, he joined Scott Gutschewski 
in leading the Huskers to the best season in 
school history with a 14th-place finish at the 
NCAA Championships. Friesen, who earned his 
bachelor's degree as a biological sciences major 
from Nebraska in 2000, is currently the Director 
of Instruction at Firethorn Golf Club in Lincoln. In 
2018, he was named the Nebraska PGA Section 
Assistant Professional Player of the Year. A four- 
year letterman for the Huskers (1996-99), Friesen 
was an inaugural inductee into the Nebraska 
Athletics Hall of Fame in 2015.

Before moving to 
the Kansas City area, Williamson was a nine-time 
Nebraska PGA Championship winner (1956-60, 
1962-64, 1966). He was the Nebraska Class A 
State Champion at Lincoln High School, while 
also leading his team to the state title in 1957. 


James Sieckmann has been recognized throughout his career as one of the game's top PGA Professionals. In 
2018, the former Husker was named the PGA National Teacher of the Year. He is a 10-time Nebraska PGA 
Teacher of the Year working out of Shadow Ridge Country Club in Omaha.
